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1  .  WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  urban  district  by  the  Leicester 
Water  Department.  Eluoridation  is  not  practiced  and  the  water 
possesses  neither  excess  hardness  nor  plumbo  solvency.  The  quality 
and  quantity  of  the  supply  have  been  satisfactory,  A  limited 
number  of  complaints  of  rust  discolouration  of  the  water  were 
received  during  the  year.  One  particularly  bad  area  being  the 
cul  de  sac  Brecon  Close,  South  Wigston.  These  conditions  were 
quickly  dealt  with  by  the  water  undertakers  flushing  the  mains  in 
the  affected  areas,  but  I  consider  more  effectual  action  should 
be  taken  by  the  water  undertakers  in  view  of  the  staining  and 
damage  to  fabrics  etc,  caused  by  the  extraneous  matter  in  the 
water  and  the  repugnance  roused  in  the  consumer. 

Of  the  28,130  persons  living  in  the  9,943  houses  in  the 
district,  all  but  four  persons  have  an  internal  mains  supply. 

These  four  are  in  two  isolated  farm  houses  with  a  well  water 
supply.

These  results  are  very  satisfactory. 
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The  sample  is  incubated  at  blood  heat  and  the  bacterial 
content  determined  (plate  count).  Samples  are  also  examined  for 
the  presence  of  coliform  organisms  (the  faecal  type  of  which  are 
indicative  of  excremental  pollution).  The  standard  required  is 
that  no  sample  should  contain  coliform  organisms  in  1 00  millilitres 
while  in  ~13%>  of  the  samples  taken  the  plate  count  should  not  exceed 
10  per  millilitre.  In  the  remaining  23%  of  samples,  counts  as 
high  as  100  per  millilitre  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

None  of  the  samples  taken  contained  organisms  and  in 
approximately  90$  the  plate  count  did  not  exceed  10  per  millilitre. 


2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Every  part  of  the  urban  district  is  sewered  with  the 
exception  of  the  east  part  and  Kilby  Bridge  area. 

Consequently  only  46  dwellings  are  not  drained  into  public 
sewers  and  more  than  half  of  these  have  water  closets  drained  to 
septic  tanks  and  filters  or  cesspools. 

The  storm  and  foul  sewers  have  been  extended  as  housing 
estates  have  developed,  the  capacity  of  storm  sewers  has  been 
increased  to  alleviate  flooding  off  Station  Road  etc.  and  work  is 
in  progress  on  the  new  storm  trunk  sewer  from  the  River  Sence 
along  Orange  Street  and  Countesthorpe  Road  to  Blaby  Road. 


3.  CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  11,981  water  closets  in 
the  district.  There  are  19  cesspools  and  12  septic  tank  and 
filter  plants  at  private  premises.

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5.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  Council,  through  the  Health  Department  provide  and 
maintain  refuse  receptacles  at  approximately  5 0}o  of  the  dwellings 
in  the  district.  Approximately  2,900  private  houses  are  provided 
with  bins  under  a  loan  hin  scheme,  at  a  charge  of  30p  (6/-)  per 
bin  per  annum.  All  bins  sold  or  loaned  by  the  Council  are  now 
made  of  polyethylene  which  has  reduced  noise  during  us©  and 
emptying.  The  plan  to  construct  a  refuse  incineration  plant  at 
Whetstone  to  serve  Wigston,  Blaby  and  part  of  the  City  of  Leicester 
had  reached  tender  stage  at  the  end  of  the  year.  An  alternative 
scheme  of  disposal  is  being  considered  along  with  that  of 
incineration,  the  principal  being  to  compact  the  refuse  into  bulk 
lo  aders  at  a  central  transfer  station  and  dispose  of  it  by 
controlled  tipping  at  brick  clay  pits  in  Bedfordshire. 

The  last  of  the  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicles  has  been 
dispensed  with  and  the  fleet  now  consists  of  2  -  35  cu.  yd.  and 
3  -  50  cu.  yd.  compression  vehicles. 

A  satisfactory  collection  cycle  has  been  maintained,  assisted 
by  relatively  good  weather  and  stable  collection  staff.  The 
incentive  bonus  scheme  and  recent  wage  award  has  helped  to  prevent 
a  large  scale  turnover  in  workmen-

All  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 

During  the  year,  I  have  noted  and  had  reported  to  me  by 
the  operators  of  dairies,  the  misuse  by  the  public  of  glass  milk 
bottles.  Apart  from  many  being  left  unwashed,  after  emptying  by 
the  purchaser,  they  are  fouled  by  being  used  as  flower  vases, 
measures  for  petrol  and  oil  and  anti-freeze  solution,  soaking  of 
paint  brushes  etc.  and  often  contain,  cement  etc.  when  abandoned 
on  building  sites.  A  bottle  washing  machine  has  not  yet  been 
evolved  which  will  clean  milk  containers  returned  to  the  dairies 
after  such  misuse. 

Prom  my  knowledge  of  the  milk  industry  the  dairyman 
has  enough  problems,  apart  from  misused  milk  bottles,  which  he 
must  face  up  to  in  bringing  a  supply  of  milk  to  the  consumers 
house  7  days  a  week. 

I  appeal  to  the  householder  to  treat  the  ubiquitous 
but  highly  necessary  and  costly  milk  bottle  with  the  care  that 
it  warrants.

13.  NOISE  ABATEMENT 


Two  outstanding  noise  nuisances  were  abated  during  the  year. 
The  noise  from  a  corn  grinding  machine  was  reduced  by  the 
introduction  into  the  machine  air  ducts  of  two  silencers  ten  feet 
long  by  eleven  inches  in  diameter,  and  at  a  knitwear  factory  on 
shift  work  nuisance  to  nearby  householders  was  abated  by  sealing 
openable  windows  and  installing  a  system  of  mechanical  ventilation. 


119  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  noise  from  12  premises, 
4  informal  notices  were  served  and  3  complied  with.

14.  RODENT  CONTROL  -  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 

During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  that  wasp  nests  at 
domestic  premises  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department.  From  July  to  the  end  of  1970,  39  nests  were 
destroyed. 

The  Department  employs  a  trained  Rodent  Operator.  The 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at  private  dwellings  is  carried 
out  free  of  charge  but  a  charge  is  made  in  respect  of  industrial 
and  commercial  premises* 

All  premises  and  land  owned  by  the  Council,  and  the  foul 
sewers  are  systematically  inspected  and  treated  against  rodent 
and  insect  infestation.

There  are  approximately  1175  sewer  manholes  in  the 
district.  During  the  year  the  sewers  were  treated,  using 
flu or oacet amide  as  the  poison  and  pin  head  oatmeal  as  the 
bait  base.

Again  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no 
serious  industrial  smoke  problem  in  the  district  and  that  the 
number  of  domestic  fireplaces  and  boilers  burning  bituminous 
coal, decline  weekly,  being  replaced  with  appliances  burning 
smokeless  solid  fuel  and  gas. 

Four  observations  of  emissions  from  an  industrial 
chimney  were  made.  22  visits  were  made  to  7  industrial  premises, 
regarding  smoke  control  and  to  industrial  premises,  demolition 
sites  and  open  ground,  where  bonfires  had  been  lit. 

Three  applications  for  prior  approval  and  the  fixing  of 
chimney  heights  were  received  and  dealt  with. 

A  series  of  boilers  at  a  large  industrial  plant  were 
converted  from  oil  to  natural  gas  burning,  following  problems 
arising  from  excessive  oily  soot  emissions.
